May Encourage Germs 


Many surgeons have taken

ony gorms that happen to get 
into it. It Js possible for a 
banduge to produce just the 
kind of damp, dark, molst living 
conditions that germs breed in. 


“Even in skin grafting, where 
bundages aro the rule, many of 
the bandages used are unneccs- 

-ysury, according to the foregoing 

| line of thought. One doctor has 
reported over 300 surgical cases 
without bandages which showed 
ny danger of infection. . 


Sometimes, it is a good idea to 
Icuve on dressings for short 
periods of timo, perhaps 24 
nours after an Injury; in most 


“| choses, they arc not needed any, 


longer thon this, There ts 
uBually less Infection if dressing 
nd buhdoges are not applied. 


The open-air treatment is also 
heiptul in preventing unsightly 
sors, such as those on the face, 
Doctors have noticed that facial 
scurs from severe cuts ond in- 
juries heal mucn more neatly 
without bandages; and are ‘less 
viilble citer heating, 


Only Thing for Child 


Of course, thls does not mean 
that dressings should never be 
ured. A bandage Is often the 
only thing that will keep a small 
chiid from sticking his fingers 
into’ 9 wound or getting It un- 
necessarily dirty. ' 

Unccnsclous patients, such as 
thoee recovering from an anags. 
thetic, should have thelr wounds 
protected hy bandages. It Js alsa 
dage -injurics .that 
would ba repulsive to other 
people, to the patient can get 
around, and perhaps out of 
doors, While the wound is heal- 
ing,
